Pope Ewgenws,in his firlt booke of Oblernations, Your power 
is ouer ottences or linnes,& not ouer potleflions. Thele bale 
and carthly things haue their Iudges, Kings and Princes of the 
earth; wherefore doeſt thou enter vpon other mens 1uriſdity- 
ons? Wherefore doeſt thou tbrult thy Sickle or Sythe into 
another mans Harueſt? Moreover, hee faith in his eleuenth 
booke, Domimon was forbiden the Apoltes,dateft thou then 
vicit( 4 Lord) the Apoſtleſhip,oran Apoltolical! perſons do- 
mimnion;verily both theſe are forbiden you, 1f you will enjoy 
both theſe at once, T herefore asketh Hoſtzenſir, what ſhall we 
ſay of that which concerneth the Pope in worldly or tempo- 
rall aftaires? whereunto he maketh antwere, with his Lord 7- 
nocentiag,that vnto him,wiz. the Popezit concerned nothing at 
all. The ſame allo may beread by hn Parieyfis , inthe tenth 
Chapter of the power of Kings and Popes, Thisislong agoe 
; 29201 X00 tolde

toldevnto them, but they gaue it no audience, from hence 
ariſeth the Engliſh complaiat by Adazhew Pars, where he rrea-

Other Nations vied very grieuoully to complaine there- 
of, and that with good rcafon , elpecially Germany , whoſe

noured. Intuch maner the chiefeſt Cardinals do take thereines

of the, Popes : like as if it, were of no moment, to pronounce

the heads of the lacred Empire? they lay they are Heretickes ; 
Itis now No time to enquire after herelie , but rather ſoundly 
to diſpute , whether thata Biſhop like as hee hath right co ex.

the power allo to rob and {puileamanof his dignities and 
meanes: verily therein is great difference : Chriſt com- 
maunded that the excommunicated ſhould bee counted as an 
Heathen or Publican : but in no place willeth hee that men 
ſhould rob the Heathensor Publicans of their Authority, or 
ſhould ſpoile them of their goods, Chrift himſelfe paid Tole 
vntothe Publicanes, and by his example, hath ſhewed vs the 
way what wee ſhculd doe, The Apoliles bued vader Heathe- 
niſh Emperours, and were obedientto their lawes :in ke 
manner allo were all their Succefſours ;nay the Apoſtles being 
obedient, viedtopray tro God forthem:\ T here ſaith Ter- 
tullian in his Analogic, inthe thirticth Chapter, wee inuoke 
the cternall God for the proſperity of the Emperour, pray- 
ing that he may haue a long life, a peacelull 'goucrnment, 
an eſtabliſht habiration , ſtrong Armies, faithfull Councel- 
lours , and a peacefull world : When 1#4an left Chriſtianity, 
and betooke himſelte to Heatheniſme , didthe Chriſtiansthen 
detrude him forth of his Empire? -Vhen they heare of this, 
then will they contend with lacter examples, ſaying, Where. | 
fore then may not the Pope, by the ſamerighe for herelie, } 
tranſport the dignity-of the Prince-EleRorſhip vnto another, | 
ſincerhat Pope Leothe third,forthe ſame occalion tranſported 
the Empirefrom the Grecians vpon the Francke, This 1s that 
Achilles which ſo boalts in the Colledge of the (ardinals, but 
yet heeis not ſtrong enough totake in our City of Elizenm. 
They abuſe themſelues exceedingly with this example; firſt

wards was Biſhopof 7erden,ſaith ,ahoutthevery- time 
of the Coronation the. people of Rome made a Law-ac- 
cording to the old cuſtome, but. it was very..trouble- 

ſome to recolle& all thingsthat happened ſo often -? 
therefore theſentence,right and power ofthe Empire, 
was |cft vnto the Emperougas we: finde itwiitten: then 
the people of Rowe tranſported all this vnto Charler,8&

2auevnto him all that right and power, 

Blond allo in his firſt booke,decad, 2: and Anery S1l- 
wins, Or Pins 24in Blonars ane ſhort rea : allo Iacobus 
#ymphelingies,in his ſhort relation of the Pope of Rome, 
Men. © Bianee doe afhrme that the Coronation 
by Lee, was performed and done with the knowledge, 
and at theentreatic of the people of Rowe, Thele are the 
words of Onsphrius Paunimmn in faſtis: Leo by the con- 
ſent of the people of Rome and at the intreatic of the 
Clergic of Rowe,proclaimeth Charles Emperour, So that 
fromthoſe and others who aftirme that it was done by 
the Councell, and the people of Rowe; mult thoſe wri- 
ters beinterpreted, that they doe not confirme, nor yet 
deny the lame? 

How much more is it to beleeue that which is confir- 
med by witneſles, which is denyed by none :then not to 
belecuc thoſe which do confirme the ſame, becauſe that 
all of them do notafftirme, although there bee no body 
that doe deny the ſame: for after this \manner writeth 
CHMichell Coccimmusvery well, in his booke of the tranl- 
port ofthe Empire, wee muſt beleeue. that the ſame 
tranſport was performed, and had kis power or operati- 
on from the conſent and authority of the Romanes,and 
other people of Italy. That which Jnncentius the 3. 
wrote vnto Barteld Duke of Zaringe, doth not contract 
theſame:Thatthe Apoltolical ſeate of Rome,tranſpor- 
ted the Reomanye Empire vnte the perſon of the famous 
Charles from the Grecians vnto the Germans, for in this 
weconlent : That the Apoſtolicall ſeate vpon no other 
meaning did tranſport the Empire, but that they who 
did tranſport the Empire, did conſent thcreunto, or 
elle made declaration that they ſhould tranſport the 
ſame. Butſuch atranſport hath had its power BG the 
yniformeconlent of the people. 

Hence way very plainely appeare in what manner the 
tranſport which LZeo- performed was done, and by this 
meanes that is very eaſily ouerthrowne, which they -

That the Empire wastranſported for Herelie : the occa- 
ſion of the tranſportis hereformerly related out of Sigs- 
bertus: the true caule thereof was, becauſe the Emperqurs 
of the Eaſt did gegle&,or were careleſle of the Welterne 
Empircand autboritie : and (o (as isaforclaid) did let it 
alle; this wee can confirme and approve with very 
rmeteſtimony , Lapeldrs (aith in his fourth booke of 
cherights of theauthority of the Empire, in this maner, 
The Gr Emperourinthe time of Carol ago, 
nay betore his time allo, vis, when his Father Pepin, 
and his Grand-father ( arolus Hertellus led; gouerned 
onely with the name of the Welterne Empire: ſo that 
neither the Romiſh Church , nor the other Chriſtian 
Congregations , nor thoſe of the Zongobardes, who 
werecontrary to all law ſuppreſt, couldeither by the 
Eaſterne Emperour, nor by their anthority obtaync 
any right in the Weſterne Empire: ſo thatthe afore- 
ſaid Emperours made no account nor reckoning of the 
Weſterne Empire, bnt held it looſely as a derelic , 
onely commanding therewith the name as appeareth 
in diuers Cronicles; of the ſame oppinion is | 7ohames 
Parifienſis, in his 16. Chapter, wrighting of the Kingly 
and papall power, It was not done bythe Pope onely, 
but thatit was the peoples deſire, who may ſubiect 
themſelues to whome they will, without prejudice to 
any other: and therefore that was done for a necellary 
reaſon, for to defend them againlt the Heathens and 
Infidells, becaule they could not bee defended by any 
other: which right they might doe: for the people 
make the King, and the Army the Emperour. eAeas 
Sylais in his Booke ofthe riling, and authoritie of the 
Roman Empire, ſaith in the 9g. Chap. Atthelaſt when 
the Grecians were carele(le of Reme, and leauing the 
ſame to be made a pray, and to be ranſacked one while 
by the Barbarians, and allo by others ; the people of 
Rome, who with their bloud had gotſuch greatriches, 


who by their valour had creed the Monarchic of the

world, ſaluted by the name of Emperony , Cavolus Alagnus 
then King of the Franks, "hom qo fFartoraure: dee

Patricia: and afterwards Angnſires ithe Popes good 
will and” pleaſure hereunro concurrmg. Allofaith 
Nawzelerus 11 his 27. geterat,in the yeare 800,ypon the 
day of theBurth of our Lord, good deliberation procee-. 
ding : Leothe Pope of Rowe,conlidering that the Cou- 
ftantinopolitan Emperours did very careleſſely defend 
chat name,and held the Welterne Empire asloſt'; hee 
declared, with the conſent of the people of Rome, 
Charles Empcrour of the Romans, and crowned him 
with the Crowne ; when the commonaltie of the' Ro- 
wans three times cryed out alowde, Carols Anprſfo, oc. 
Paulus eAEmilins in his Hiltorie of the-F*. ; laith 
thus: The Maicſtic of the Emperours was now at this 
time, and before very ſlight ; and there after hee ſaith; 
che principalleſt of the Romans being of another cou- 
rage,and audacitie, gauetheirvoyces; that the (cate of 
the Empire being ( as it were vayde \-arid polleiſed of 
none! as if it had beene Gods will,and had beene ſo or- 
dained: ſhould bee inuefted with the King of the 
Fraxcks,becaule that hee by his ſeruice which hee had 
done for the Church, had well deſerued theſame : and 
that they were obliged and bound to him, &c.

Itis ſuch as Origen long 
ago ynderſtgqd to be,which he taught,as appeareth by 
his/ writings. vpon 24athew,, on his twelfth Homily ; 
Among you which areminegthele things ſhall not bee; 
to the end that thoſe which haue any power inthe 
Church, doe not ſeeme to domineerce- over their bre- 
thren,nor tovſeany authoritie. Forlike as a ncecflity 


is impoſed vpon temporall ratters, and notleftrothe | 
will; and ſpirituall matters in will, and not in neceſlitie: f 


ſo ſhalthe dominion of ſpirituall Princes be confirmed 
in loue , and not in bodily feare, If therefore the 
power of the prince Eletors be from the Pope, becaule 
that the Emperiall power is from himgas ouraduerſaries 


athrme : how can they proove that the dignitie of the 
prince Eleor muſt proceed from the Pope; if it be not 
needfullthat the Emperour be confirmed bythe Pope? 
Thereis a text that faith, The Arwy maketh an Empe- 
rour, The Glolle ſaith thereby, He is a right Emperour

vnderftood verywell; who after the death of Lodowick, 
wherethe Lordof Bambergher chicfe Preſident made 
this anſwer: That Emperour whichthe Ppince Ele&ors 
ſhall ordaynefor vs, himwill weaccept of, although he 
haue noreſpe& vnto the Pope. This appeareth #»7upple- 
mento Vr(pergenſi,Nay that whichis more; the Pope him- 
ſelfe conteilcth,that not the Empire it (elfe, but the Em- 
periall title reſted onely in him, Pope Adrianthe fourth, 
in his Epiſtle tothe Archbiſhop of Aerts Tryer and Cul- 
len,faith : The name ofthe Emperour is from the Pope, 
but the Empireandauthority commethfrom the prince 
Eletors. Hencethen is confutedthat which is laid in 
the 27, Article, ſincethat ehe Pope hath confirmed the 
Duke of Baxariain thedignity of paince EleRor , that 
then not onely the King of Spame( whois there mentio- 
ned) but alſo the Emperour is bereaued of the power 
to reſtore againevnto the Pa//gaxe his hereditary poſ- 
ſeſſions and thedignity of the Prince eleorſhip, For 
if the Ppope hath no powerin thc affaires of the Empire, 
then ſhal the Emperour by his doings notloſe his right, 
muchleſſe any other Prince,it he before the Popes deed 


hadany right of ſuffrage. 
Iam forced to ſtop my eares by the reaſon of that ex- 


treame proud and ambitious affront which is ſet downe 
inthe 28, Article: That although the two moſt puiſſant 
Kings of Great Brittanie and Denmake, or the Two il- 
luſtrious Prince Eleors of Saxon and Brandenburge 
ſhould require ofthe Emperour that the Pa{graxe of the 

hine might bereſtored againe vnto his hereditary poſ- 
ſciſions and dignity of Prince Eleor, that they then 
robbed the State of Rome of the right of its maieſtic,and 
did attribute the power of the Ppince EleQors dignitie 
vnto the Emperour, The Pope of Rome doth very fafly 
attribute that maieſtie vnto himlſelfe, which appertain- 
eth tothe Emperour , andto the Princes of the Empire 
and the States, Very falſly is the Popeof Rome called 


here, the Fountaine and Sourſe of the Prince _—_ 
's 
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dignities,becauſethat power,is ſprung out ofthe Coun« 
cell ofthe Germany Princes. Like as Nanclews laith, Gee 
ncrat. 34. The writer Theodoricus Niemus vieth theſe 
words: T he Princes of Germanie haue ordained itio, The 
very ſameallo do other writers athrme. Neither do I de- 
ny that it was with the approbation of Pope Gregory the 
5. Therefore the temporall dignitic is not chietly from 
the Pope,for not the Pope, but the princes of the Eni= 
pire doerepreſent the whole body & people of the Ern- 


pire,in whom immedaatly, as in the ſubiect the tempo- 


rall power conlifteth, 

Nicholas (uſanus in his third booke of the catholicke 
concordance, in the 4. Chap. In my iudgement iudgeth 
very well thereof, writing in this maner , ſaith : The 

rinceEleQors,who elected in the place of others,were 
(in the cimeof Pope Gregerythe 5, being a Germarre ) 
ordained of thenaturall [indred of Othe : and there- 
foreit is not tollerable that the prince Electors ſhould 
haue their power of eleting fromthe Pope of Rome ; 
lo that now, vnlefſe hee conſented thele ſhould not 
vc it: or if heewould ,, that hee would takeit from 
them. )1 aske , who hath warp the people of Rome 
powerto-elect an Emperour,but the Law of God and 
nature; for by way of a voluntary ſubieRion,and con- 
ſeatin precedencie, all ſorts of gouernments are well

bound with force of Armes to maintaine the Duke of 
Zawaria : and yet more, that all thoſe. that are of the 

Romiſh Charch, arc bound to bringall their force to- 
gether to maintayne the ſame, So thatthe Romiſh Cler- 
gie diſdaining the prerogatiue of Kings & Princes, doth 

very boldly determine and decide. thoſe controuerſies

How ill ſauourly thole things doe (ute and agree with 
Pope and Clergie of Rewe, is ſhewed vnto vs in that fa. 
mous place of Peter Damian , wholived inthe yeare 
1060, his wordsin his Letter vato che Biſhop Firminus 
arc thelc, . 4 «1; 

Like as the Sonne of God himſelfe did oyercome all 
the obſtacles of this raging world,not by any proofe of 
vengeance but by conſtant patience, andinvinceable 
Maieſtie: ſo fitteth it beſt that we rather ſuffer, and pa- 
tiently endurethe worlds raging with humilicy ; then 
either by taking Armes ia hand, or requiring wounds 
with woundes: eſpecially ſince'that betweene the Em. 
piſs andthe Prieft-hoad, the offices areſeuerall; The 

iag ſhall vſethe temporall Armes, the Prieſt ſhall pue 
on aſpirituall word, which is theword of God; Pas/ 
faith of the Princes of this world, that heebareth not 
the ſword in vainezbeing a Miniſter of God, and his re- 
uenger in wrath, vpon him that dothreuill.

the Iudgement ſeate of the ciuill Magiſtrate, by an E- 
- di& of the Counfell;or an allembly of Diwines: ta the 
endthat either'by the iudgement of the Magiſtrate, or 
the Iudicature of the Pope, there ariſe no warre which 
might be accounted to our ſhame. 

The Clergie men'of Rowe are altogether of another 
opinion, practiſing and endeauouring almoſt nothing 
elle butt Warre,, not onely with their Armes; but alto 
threatening others, and whilſt they arc Yuing this, they 
are not aſhamed to affirme,that they are bound thereun- 
to by the Lawes of God; Let them obſerue what Chriſt 
commanded the Apoſtle Peter, to put vp the ſword into 
the ſheath.
